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SOME BUSINESSES UPPING THEIR GAME 
WHEN IT COMES TO HOLIDAY PARTIES

REDEYE 

For its holiday party earlier this month, 
Groupon offered a full bar— no cash or 
coupon required. 

The fast-growing coupon service rented 
out the Field Museum of Natural History 
where employees perused artifacts from 
the Aztec empire and one of the largest 
collections of gems and stones in the world, 
a Groupon spokeswoman said. 

For those who preferred modern art, 
there were performances by Mucca Pazza, 
a self-proclaimed “circus punk marching 
band”; Be The Groove, a rhythmic troupe; 
Puppet Bike, a puppet show on wheels that 
frequently makes appearances in Ander- 
sonville and the Loop; and DJ Sasha Savic, 
Enclave’s resident spinner. 

Oh, and dinner was included. Nearly 
2,000 employees and their spouses— in- 
cluding more than loo satellite employees 
flown in for the bash— attended this year’s 


Groupon holiday party, a flve-hour event 
held Dec. lo. The soiree deflnitely was an 
upgrade from last year’s party at Howl at 
the Moon, which about 300 employees 
attended. 

“I walked in and didn’t see a single face 
I knew,” Groupon spokeswoman Julie 
Mossier said. “It was so nice to have the 
chance to see our friends who work in oth- 
er cities. ... I think we were trying to show 
thanks to our staff for making Groupon 
grow the way that it has.” 

It’s beginning to feel a lot like Christ- 
mas again in offices around Chicago after 
a bad economy downsized holiday parties 
in years past. 

A few executives said they pumped up 
the volume for their holiday party this year 
as a way to thank employees for contribut- 
ing to a better bottom line. 

Chicago-based employment consultant 
firm Challenger, Gray and Christmas found 
64 percent of companies are planning 



holiday parties this year, up slightly from 
62 percent a year ago, based on a survey 
of 100 human resource specialists. About 
4 percent of the offices are holding parties 
this year after one or more years without a 
party because of the recession, the survey 
found. 

Elizabeth Jaworek, senior account man- 
ager for The Creative Group in Chicago, 
a staffing agency for marketing and adver- 
tising companies, said some of her clients 
have told her they are reviving their office 
parties this year after a one- or two-year 
hiatus. 

She cited a Creative Group survey re- 


leased last month that found 52 percent of 
500 advertising and marketing executives 
polled said the year-end office holiday par- 
ty is worth the investment. 

And while some offices can’t afford to 
go all out as maybe they did five years ago, 
they still are having a small catered event 
or brunch or a potluck meal instead of no 
party at aU, Jaworek said. 

“I think a small get-together, a time away 
from the computers, off the phones, a time 
to socialize with your colleagues ... is a great 
way to say thank you,” Jaworek said. “Strik- 
ing the right balance between recognition 
and appreciation and what they can afford 


BY THE 
NUMBERS 

A better economy, not alco- 
hol, is fueling this year’s office 
holiday parties. A survey by 
Chicago-based employment 
consultant firm Challenger, 
Gray and Christmas found that 
45 percent of companies are 
serving alcohol at their holi- 
day party this year, compared 
to 57 percent of companies in 
2009. Here are other results 
from the firm’s survey of 100 
human resource specialists.

The Challenger, Gray and Christmas sur- 
vey found that 71 percent of companies are 
using a caterer, event planner or other out- 
side services for their holiday parties this 
year, up from 36 percent of companies last 
year. 

Marcus Windsor, a Villa Park DJ who spe- 
cializes in weddings and corporate events, 
said he’s been booked for more gigs this year 
than in the past three years. He DJ’ed the 
Ikea holiday party in Bolingbrook and the 
Teach for America party at the Lincoln Park 
Zoo this month. 


But for one Chicago office, this year’s 
party was about the holiday spirit. Or spirits, 
that is. 

Edelman, a global public relations firm 
with an office in Chicago, wanted to boost 
the spirits of its employees this year— with 
booze. 

Because Edelman landed an account with 
Jim Beam this year, employees were treated 
to special Jim Beam cocktails, including a 
lemonade concoction at this year’s holiday 
party, held Dec. 9 at Rockit in River North, 
said Rick Murray, president of Edelman Chi- 
cago. 

Employees who showed up to the party 


also were eligible for a raffle of door prizes 
including packages to Hilton Hotels, Ameri- 
can Express gift cards, gift certificates to lo- 
cal retailers and official Blackhawks jerseys. 

There were no door prizes last year for the 
holiday party at West Loop lounge Market, 
Edelman spokeswoman Katie Riccio said. 
About 375 employees attended last year’s 
event compared with the 450 employees this 
year’s event drew, Murray said. 

“We definitely wanted to change the 
mood a little bit,” Murray said. “This year, 
we were feeling really good about things. We 
wanted to thank people in a really big way”

Run, Rahm, run! 

Election commissioners say Emanuel can stay on mayoral ballot

Chicago election commissioners voted 
Thursday to keep Rahm Emanuel on the 
Feb. 22 Chicago mayoral ballot. 

The 3-0 vote came just hours after a 
hearing officer recommended that the 
former White House chief of staff should 
remain in the mayor’s race because he 
meets the city residency requirement. 

“It was a difficult case to manage. For 
me, it was not a difficult case to decide,” 
said Richard Cowen, an elections com- 
missioner. 

The election board, however, is not ex- 
pected to have final say on the issue. The 
losing objectors have a week to appeal the 
board’s decision to the Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court. The case could wind its way 
through the court system, including the 
Illinois Court of Appeals and the Illinois 
Supreme Court, for weeks.

courts as soon as possible,” said Burt 
Odelson, lead attorney for the objectors, 
to Emanuel’s attorneys after the commis- 
sioners rendered their decision. 

Emanuel attorney Kevin Forde said 
“Joe Blow” would have won the case if he 
had the same facts as Emanuel in his fa- 
vor. Forde said this was the most unusual 
election case he has seen. 

“First of all, there is no reference in any 


of those cases to toothbrushes, places 
where you have to sleep, and some of the 
other stuff you’ve been reading about and 
publishing,” Forde said. But Forde said 
there is “plenty of authority on the sub- 
ject” that if somebody temporarily leaves 
a permanent residence with the intent to 
return, that person remains a resident. 

The vote came after hearing officer Jo- 
seph Morris’ 69 -page recommendation 
was issued at nearly 2 a.m. and the board 
opened its meeting at 9 a.m. 

“It has not been established that the 
candidate, a resident of Chicago, aban- 
doned his status as such a resident,” Mor- 
ris wrote of Emanuel’s time as President 
Obama’s chief of staff “In any event, his 
absence from Illinois during that time in 
question is excused, for purposes of the 
safeguarding and retention of his status as 
a resident and elector, by express opera- 
tion of Illinois law.”

Naming rights, 
fees on menu 
for Taste and 
other festivals

Making a profit on Taste of Chicago and 
the city’s six other annual festivals could 
prove difficult for a private company will- 
ing to take on the challenge, according to 
city documents provided to firms prepar- 
ing bids. 

The city lost more than $6.9 million on 
the events the past three years, records 
show. So it’s probably no surprise that the 
city says companies 
bidding to run the 
events can consider 
charging admission 
fees and selling 
naming rights. 

“Ideally, these 
festivals would 
remain free but 
(bidders) should 

submit responses that include their rec- 
ommendations on the economic model 
which can include an entrance fee,” the 
city bid documents state. 

The city also says the sale of naming 
rights are acceptable— as long as the name 
incorporates the current name of the 
event. For example, you could have the 
name ‘Acme Chicago Jazz Festival” but 
you could not have ‘Acme Fest” or ‘Acme’s 
Jazz and Heritage Festival.” 

Mayor Daley first threw out the idea 
of privatizing the Taste in August. He was 
struggling to close a $655 million budget 
gap. Taste began in 1980, under then- 
Mayor Jane Byrne. It was privately run un- 
til 1984, when the city took it over. 

Bids to privatize the event once again 
are due Monday, but the city is not obli- 
gated to accept one. City Hall could de- 
cide to keep running the festivals, Daley 
said. If it does, they could be downsized or 
consolidated, city officials said. 

In 2008 Taste returned a profit of more 
than $2.5 million, and the Blues Fest made 
about $218,000, offsetting losses on the 
other five festivals: Gospel, Celtic, Coun- 
try, Jazz and Viva. But that calculation, in- 
cluded in the documents, did not include 
the costs of city services, like police and 
fire protection. 

After those costs are deducted, the fes- 
tivals lost more than $1.7 million in 2008. 
The following year, the city lost more than 
$3.7 million on the festivals after the cost 
of services were deducted, and this year 
the loss was about $1.5 million.

Jeff Bridges reteams with Coen brothers to take 
on John Wayne’s iconic role in classic ‘True Grit’

The last time Jeff Bridges consorted with Joel 
and Ethan Coen, it resulted in “The Big Leb- 
owski,” so if anyone’s looking for a link be- 
tween that 1998 cult comedy and the Coens’ 
“True Grit,” Bridges is willing to help. 

“In this movie,” said the Oscar-winning 
actor, “my character is first heard inside an 
outhouse. In the first scene of ‘Lebowski,’ my 
head’s in the toilet. 

“You can find comparisons in anything, I 
guess.” 

The bigger comparisons, of course, likely 
will be made between Bridges’ performance — 
as the leathery ornery U.S. Marshal Reuben J. 
“Rooster” Cogburn— and the man who origi- 
nated the role and won a best actor Oscar for 
doing it, John Wayne. 

But Bridges, who seldom sounds capable of 
worry, doesn’t sound worried. 

“I was curious why they wanted to make 
‘True Grit’ again,” he said of the Coens. “And 
they said, ‘We don’t. We’re not referring to 
the movie in the least. We’re looking toward 
the {1968} book by Charles Portis.’ And after 
I read the book, I saw what they were talking 
about. It’s a wonderful story and reads very 
much like a Coen brothers script.” 

The story focuses on single-minded, 
14-year-old Mattie Ross, whose father has 
been gunned down and who wants justice 
served. To help her serve it, she hires Cog- 
burn, a hard-drinking, one-eyed lawman 
whose pragmatic morality clashes with the 
Old Testament-flavored deportment of his 
preadolescent employer. 

Although the standard-issue Western de- 
vices are in play— guns and gunfights— the 
heart of “True Grit” is in the Mattie-Rooster 
relationship, with a side order of LaBoeuf 
(Matt Damon), the Texas Ranger who joins 
their hunt for the mangy Tom Chaney, played 
by Josh Brolin. 

While there will be inevitable comparisons 


between Wayne and Bridges, between Roost- 
er and Bridges lies a fathomless gulf: Rooster 
is hard-bitten, taciturn and seemingly misan- 
thropic (although, once he gets on the trail 
with Mattie and LaBoeuf, he can’t seem to 
stop talking). 

“He gets a captive audience,” Bridges said 
with a laugh, “and he explodes with personal 
details.” 

Bridges thinks people will be charmed to 
hear his crowing Rooster. “You think he’d be 
the strong, silent type, but instead he’s this 
blustering boor in a way He wants to tell his 
life story and you can’t shut this guy up.” 

The film isn’t all talk, however. There’s one 
especially intense scene where Cogburn gal- 
lops into gunfire and, facing superior num- 
bers, puts his tether between his teeth so he 
can use both hands to shoot. It’s a high-adren- 
aline moment and it was done without a stunt 
double or CG, a fact that the cast and crew are 
still talking about. 

“For me, it was the excitement of being a 
kid and the fear of falling off, but we did it,” 
Bridges said. “It was a hot, windy, gusty day 
It was one of the things I’ll remember about 
making the movie, that and seeing the Coens 
in cowboy hats. That put a smile on my face.” 

Bridges, who at 61 has a nearly 61-year 
screen career (he first appeared as an infant in 
1951’s “The Company She Keeps”), is enjoying 
newfound popularity after winning a best ac- 
tor Oscar earlier this year for playing a drunk- 
en country singer in “Crazy Heart.” 

No actor is having a better year than Bridg- 
es. Not only is he a likely Oscar contender for 
“True Grit,” his film “Tron: Legacy” ruled the 
box office during its opening weekend last 
week. 

Bridges also does commercial voiceovers 
for batteries and imported cars. He’s pub- 
lished a book of his on-set photographs and is 
working on his second record album. He’s on 
the cover of GQ for its Man of the Year issue.

But like Lebowski, Bridges remains mellow 
about his success. 

“It made me more famous,” he said of his 
first Oscar (after five nominations), “and then 
I can direct that fame to whatever I want to. 
If you’re fortunate to be fortunate, you get to 
spend it, and there’s nothing like spending it 
on making the world a better place.” 

Bridges has become the national spokes- 
man for No Kid Hungry which is all about 
ending childhood hunger in America by 2015. 

“We currently have 17 million kids, one in 
four, who live in food-insecure homes,” he 
said, “and No Kid Hungry is all about working 
with the governors and mayors, state by state, 
five states each year, to turn that around.”

Running on empty 

Famous actor Johnny Marco (Stephen Dorff) lives in a world 
of permanent stubble and indifferent clothing choices, 
inane press questions and constant access to meaningless 
sex. His priorities may or may not shift when he’s tasked 
with spending more time with his ii-year-old daughter, Cleo 
(File Fanning in a heartbreaking performance). 

The buzz: Director Sofia Coppola explored the absence of 
feeling in “Lost in Translation,” and “Somewhere” could be 
titled “Loss of Sensation.” The emptiness of celebrity likewise 
isn’t exactly a new topic, but as a comeback for Dorff, maybe 
“Somewhere” can emulate “The Wrestler” and its ability to find 
new depth in the familiar premise of a broken spirit’s renewal. 

The verdict: Perceptive in darkly comic ways, “Somewhere” 
is a mood piece, and that mood is “whatever.” Or maybe 
“numb” is more appropriate. Dorff and Coppola achieve some- 
thing special with Johnny: a sympathetic indictment of fame’s 
randomness, acknowledging that this guy’s not that special or 
particularly good at anything other than being good-looking. 
What the film lacks in freshness it gains back in authentic- 
ity, holding the inside track on a big star’s wandering sense of 
self— especially when he expects sexual propositions from 
every beautiful woman but sometimes can’t even stay awake 
long enough to get down to business. Superficial popularity is 
isolating in “Somewhere.” It’s also the deceptively accessible 
place where Hollywood turns back into reality

Neurotic Chicago nurse Greg Focker (Ben Stiller) has little time to 
please his wife, Pam (Teri Polo), or care for his twins when his father- 
in-law (Robert De Niro) continues to emasculate and investigate 
him. This time. Dad thinks Greg is cheating with an airhead drug rep 
named, giggle, Andi Garcia (Jessica Alba), who tells Greg things like, 
“No offense, but does Pam even realize how dope you are?” 

The verdict: If you can’t believe this movie exists, well, it barely does. 
Scenes end haphazardly and without payoff, and nothing suggests 
why this (hopefuUy) last part of an unjustified trilogy was even made. 
Female characters are allowed to be only objects of motherhood or 
sexuality while the guys get the jokes and embarrassment. As expected, 
a lot of humor is based in vomit and poop and blood and butts. “Little 
Fockers” isn’t funnier than its predecessors, but at least it’s shorter.

A whirlwind romance gone bad 

David (Ryan Gosling) and Katie (Kirsten Dunst) have such a whirl- 
wind romance that it’s not until after they’re married she realizes he’s 
a mysterious and disturbed individual who doesn’t want kids. While 
their relationship plays out, David’s dad (Frank Langella) pressures 
his son to join the family real estate business in the ’70s. Based on 
the real-life case of Robert Durst (here called David), who never was 
convicted of a murder despite people around him disappearing. 

The verdict: ‘AU Good Things” is a family drama that needs more 
police procedure, or at least a “Zodiac”-style investigation to parallel 
the declining emotional stability of practically everyone involved. 
Instead, the film takes awhile to decide what it is and then twists into 
a thriller without properly detailing most of its characters. Gosling, 
Dunst and director Andrew Jarecki effectively build the dread like a 
creeping fog, as young love blinds Katie to a lot of important truths 
and questions until it’s too late. Clearly “charming guy with a traumat- 
ic past” sometimes has potential, and sometimes it’s a warning sign.

What they’re serving: Pate, a flaky 
Haitian pastry. After less than a month in 
business, this Rogers Park eatery already 
has gained fans ordering these snacks by 
the dozen. A little smaller than a bagel, 
they’re meant to be appetizers to hold you 
until your main course of goat stew or 
griot (fried pork with plantains) arrives. 
What’s inside: Ground beef, ground 
chicken, cod or veggies such as spinach 
and carrot. 

Price: $1.50-$2 each; $14-$17 a dozen 

Pierogi Heaven 

169 N. Wells St. 312-263-9305 
What they’re serving: Pierogi, Polish 
dumplings. Don’t expect to see kitchen 
staff rolling out dough at this counter-ser- 
vice Loop spot; pierogi are shipped in from 
a “top-secret” outside provider (users of 
foodie site lthforum.com have guessed 
Alexandra’s Pierogi). 

What’s inside: Meat (pork and beef), kraut 
and mushrooms, potato and Cheddar, 
spinach and sweet cheese, to name a few. 
Order fruit pierogi for a mixed bag of blue- 
berry, strawberry, cherry and plum. 

Price: six for $3.99; 12 for $6.99. Mix and 
match four flavors per dozen and two fla- 
vors per half-dozen. 


Paradise Empanadas 

3204 N. Broadway. 773-472-6327 
What they’re serving: Empanadas, the 
popular Latin pastry that varies country 
to country. This Lakeview eatery special- 
izes in the Chilean style that’s baked rather 
than fried. 

What’s inside: Spinach and ricotta, ham 
and mozzarella, chicken, beef, turkey, 
salmon, shrimp and veggie combos such 
as corn and green beans. Breakfast ver- 
sions include sausage or bacon with egg 
and hash browns.

What they’re serving: Pasteis, Brazilian 
fried dough pockets (just one is called a

come in pairs; order yours well-done for a 
crispier shell. 

What’s inside: Shrimp, steak, ham with 
smoked mozzarella, chicken with corn, 
cherry and pineapple with cinnamon sug- 
ar, hearts of palm and ground beef with 
garlic and olives.

Sit back, relax and 
ring in the new year with time-tested, 
food- friendly wines that can go from 
the beginning to the end of a prix-fixe 
meal. That’s right: Bring bubbles to 
this festive dinner and everyone will be 
happy. 

New Andersonville restaurant 
Vincent (1475 W. Balmoral Ave. 773-334- 
7168) from chef-owner Joncarl Lachman 
of BYO favorite HB is serving a Dutch- 
style menu with five courses ($45) to 
linger over before ringing in 2011. 1 love 
the thought of a dry, traditional Cham- 
pagne such as the NV Chartogne-Taillet 
Cuvee Saint e- Anne ($45 at In Fine 
Spirits, 5418 N. Clark St. 773-506-9463) 
with this unusual and very European 
menu. Afincent has a great wine list, but 


is BYO- friendly with a scant $5 corkage 
fee per bottle. 

Lakeview darling Chllam Balam (3023 
N. Broadway, 773-296-6901) is a great 
option for bubbly lovers, and they’re 
throwing a NYE bash with two seat- 
ings: one for the earlybirds at 6:30 p.m. 
($70) and a later one for midnight revel- 
ers beginning at 9:30 p.m. ($85). The 
layered flavors of chili-enhanced dishes 
normally can be tricky for pairing, but 
a bright, fresh wine such as Argentina’s 
Vida Organica sparkling chardonnay 
($15.75 at Trotter’s to Go, 1337 W. Fuller- 
ton Avenue, 773-868-6510) can balance 
the spices and work with anything from 
ceviche to ribeye. For reservations, 
call restaurant owner Soraya Rendon 
directly at 312-352-0229. 

One last thought: What about 
dessert? Champagne can tide diners 
through an entire meal, but the bright 
acid and dryness might be jarring 
against sweet desserts. Pack a lightly 
sweet moscato d’asti to finish things 
off. Good news: Most dessert wines 
hover around 6 percent to 7 percent 
alcohol by volume, so you won’t be too 
fuzzy during those first few minutes of 
2011. Here’s to a happy and healthy new 
year!
